NOT EDIFYING, SAYS STAR 


Calis It Oad That a Man Writing for 
Livelihood Should Earmark First 
£40,000 for Charity.

LONDON, Dec. 18.=-The publication 
heré’ of extracts from THE New YorK 
Times statement regarfing the .con- 
tract for David Lloyd George’s projected 
memoirs and tle reasons for its can- 
cellation has provided for the British 
public a sensation of the first magni- 
tude. In political clubs and newspaper 
circles. every other topic was’ dwarfed 
and speculation ran high as to what 
may be expected to be future devel- 
opments from THE N York Timps’s 
plain statement of the facts of the case. 
Necessarily, the published comment is 
more reserved than the privately ex- 
pressed views. Under the heading, 
‘* Ministers and “Memoirs—Mr. Lloyd 
George Puts His Foot In It,”’ The Pall 
Mall. Gazette pririts.the following edi- 
torial: 

‘Lloyd George's malign destiny once 
more has led him into that debatable 
land. where public interests and private 
finance become undesirably entarigled. 
When: he contracted for a large sum to 
write his. memoirs while still in office, 
he took steps which ‘jarred severely 
?ypuu his. countrymen’s sense of the pro- 
prieties. When it was announced that 
the proceeds of the contract were to be 
devated to charity oné of the criticisms’ 
passed on his procedure was disposed 
of, but when on leaving office he started 
to syndicate a fresh series of newspaper 
articles for a large sum which appar- 
ently has no charitable destination, one 
can sympathize with the puréhasers of 
the original work, who saw the delivery 
of the goods receding in point of time 
and their,value being diminished by a 
new serial publication. ; 

‘The American newspapers which had 
secured the rights to the memoirs for 
their own country are naturally ag- 
grieved at the notorious Hearst press 
relating the proud notice of Lioyd 
George and roundly suggest that the in- 
centive to fulfill their own contract 
seems to have disappeared when Lloyd 
George announced his purpose to give 
the money ‘away. 

“ The public ventilation of such issues 
is very unpleasant and this dispute is 
only one of many reasons why - politi- 
clans should abandon their unseemly 
race to turn their public experience into 
copy. A public man writing under such 
conditions on the heels of his departure 
from office must be subject to conflict- 
ing motives. To satisfy his publiskers 
he must be as sensational as he can and 
there must be 4 temptation to deal with 
matters which all traditions of the min- 
isterial life of this country’ stamp as 
confidential. Such a dispute as is re- 
corded today does not increase the credit 
of British statesmanship in other coun- 
tries and those other ex-Ministers who 
have arranged to appear. shortly would 
do well to bethink themselves before 
they also put their foot in iti’ 


** Not Very Edifying,’’ Says Star. 


The Evening Star, in its Diary column, 
Bays: 

‘Lloyd George’s correspondence with 
THE. NEw York TiMES on the subject of 
the cancellation of his contract to write 
his memoirs for American publication 
is not very edifying. ‘I have my living 
to earn,’ he says: ‘After seventeen 
years.in office I retired a poor man and 
it is imperatively necessary that I 
should turn to writing as a means of 
livelihood. The proceeds on the book 
for which you hold the serial rights are, 
as you know, to be given to charity.’

How to Be “ Poor” on £40 a Week. 


The: Daily Herald publishers the fore- 
going under the heading, “‘ How to Be 
‘Poor on £40 a Week,” running right 
Across the front page, with the following 
introduction :. % : r 

“ The workers will have to reyise their 
opinion of what is a living wage. ‘I 
am@& poor man,’ exclaims Mr. Lloyd 
Georgey who has an income of £40 a 
week left him by Mr. Carnegie. . This 
tragic confession is made in his cor- 
respondencs with American publishers. 
Something like a salary was that voted 
yesterday by the Dunlep Rubber Com- 
pany to SiwEric Geddes, its new Chair- 
man. He-is to get’ £15,000 fer the cur- 
rent year. He already draws‘a pension 
of £1,000 a year from the Northeast- 
ern Railway Company. These figures 
make an engineer's wage of less than £3

The Morning Post in a leading article 
headed ‘‘ The Syndication of Mr. Lloyd 
George,’ says: 

** Yesterday we ventured to make one 
or two diffident comments upon the 
literary. and journalistic activities of 
our late Prime Minister. Since we wrote

Rumors of the arrangement and. the 
enormous price to be paid began to 
filter in the London press and created 
a.scandal whi¢h-was only allayed when 
it was announced (three weeks fater) 
that the proceeds, amounting to £40,000, 
were to be devoted to charity. Our hos- 
Pitals will mingle their tears with those 
of the proprietors and readers. of THE 
New York Times and The Chicago 
Tribune. For when Mr.: Lloyd George 
left office he entered upon a new con-+ 
tract with an American syndicate for a 
series of articles on current topics. 

“These articles were offered for sale 
in the United States, and it is notewor- 
thy that they have been bought and are 
being published by the Hearst newspa- 
pers, which during the war were_the 
bitter enemies of’ this country. They 
are just—if we may. judge by the two 
published—the sort of thing the Hearst 
papers would publish, since they are 
hostile to France and friendly to Ger- 
many. And, by the: way, the luncheon 
in Downing Street at which Mr. Lloyd 
George last Summer entertained Mr. 
Hearst becomes more comprehensible 
now, if not more creditable. 

‘‘“The ‘syndicate with characteristic 
American enterprise hawked around 
these Georgian wares with such com- 
mendations as ‘ They ~will be released 
long before the memoirs’ and ‘Our 
contract covers everything Mr. Lloyd 
George will write during the coming 
year and carries with it the option ¢h 
another year’s serics.’ 

'** And these commendations, as we 
need hardly say, touched the ingenu- 
ous purchasers of the memoirs upon a 
raw and tender spot. Not only did 
they protest energetically, but they 
opened an action in our high court of 
justice to restrain quch advertisements 
and the publicaation. of tre articles or 
alternatively rescind the original con- 
tract. The upshot was the return’ by 
Mr. Lloyd George of ‘the instalment he 
had received from the two newspapers 
and the cancellation of the agreement. 

“The matter ended with a very hand- 
some testin#@™nial from Sir Charles 
Russell," who represented the American 
papers, that P think your client has 
met a difficult position in a fair and 
honorable manner,’ a view with which I 
am confident my clients agree.’ ~- 

‘“‘That, we take it, refers to the re- 
turn of the money anf the cancellation, 
bpt there might be a word or two to say 
upon the ethics of the whole business. 
Mr. Lioyd George’s ‘view is expressed 
in a letter which he wrote to THE NEw 
York Trmes in answer to their protest. 
His defense is a little*involved, but part 
of it at least reminds us of his defense 
in the Marconi case. ; 

“ After pointing out that there was no 
clause in the contract precludivg him 
from journalism, he proceeded : have 
my living to earn. After seventeen years 
in. office I have retired a poor man, and 
it is absolutely imperative that I should 
turn to writing as a means of livelihood.

** Now the American newspapers might 
have replied that the poverty and char- 
ity of Mr. Lloyd George, dithough sin- 
gular and commendable, did not really 
affect the point at issue, since the char- 
ity and poverty on. one side can hardly 
be considered as a solatium by the other 
Men of business do not usually introduce 
either their virtues or their needs into 
the discussion of a contract. It is’ not 
done in the best circles either in Amer- 
ica or in this country: . 

“The really pertinent question was 
whether Mr. pow A George had promised 
to use all possible haste in completing 
the work. The Americans urged that 
such representations: were made when 
the negotiations were going forward and 
Mr. oyd George quite fairly replied 
that there was no such clause in the 
agreement. The Americans will be more 
careful when they come over here again. 

“We might say a word about the at- 
tempt made by a London newspaper, ap- 
parently with the knowledge and con- 
sent of Mr. Lloyd George, to induce THE 
New York Trmes arid: The Chicago 
Tribune to bid against the American 
syndicate for Mr, Lioyd George’s ar- 
ticles. ‘ George,’ says this honest broker, 
‘ is stro: ty baveanasd by Keen's stating 
the articles would be published in 150 
newspapers. George Values such wide 
publicity.’ Nevertheless George ‘ agreed 
not to close until Saturday,’ apparently

One consequence ig that 
the historian who has. to write of this 
period in our history will ‘have first to 
wade through literature which is prop- 
aganda before he can approach the fact 
of any situation, 

‘Another and far more serious result 
is that statesmen in the future meeting 
one another -will be less frahk to each 
other. They will always be restrained 
by the belief that the opinion of their 
minds on any situation may provide 
thelr colleagues at the table with pi- 
quant revelations for. particularly spicy 
chapters in books of memoirs. That is 
not the atmosphere in which great af- 
fairs can be conducted. 

** From the beginning there was strong 
and very proper objection to the man 
who was occupying the position of 
Prime Minister appearing ‘as a writer 
upon, events in which he had been. inti- 
mately concerned solely by reason of 
his public position

** It could only be justified if the book 
was to be a unique’ performance in a 
notable life. That last recommendation 
of the book to its purchasers Mr. Lloyd 
George has destroyed by taking his place 
among the journalists with a. contract 
for two years ahead at a price which. 
if it makes the mouth .of the ordinary 
writer for the press water, approaches 
more nearly to figures which the star 
performer can command. 

‘“* A book of memoirs by one who has 
enrolled himéelf among the servants of 
the press is an entirely different propo- 
sition to a book by a Premier in office. 

‘Let us say quite seriously that we 
hope the unpleasant incidents connected 
with this affair will put an end to the 
practice of memoir writing by living 
statesmen on the morrow of events in 
which they are concerned. If they are 
irresistibly impelled to set their memoirs 
on 6 gl let them keep the documents

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in thelr safes until they have a place in

“The newer practice will destroy con- 
fidence and make statesmanship less 
honest, It will lead to a conflict between

“ LAUSANNE, Dec. 18. —-After two or 
three days bright with promise the 
Lausanne “conference ‘got completely 
tangled up today. The stage had been 
set for the approval of the Straits ré- 
gime The Turks had accepted the prin- 


ciples of the allied plan in a public meet- ' 


ing and the Turkish and allied experts 
had eed on the final details. This 
afternoon was to have’ been registered 
the first big. accomplishment toward 
peace; in the Near East. But it went 
wrong. Re 

Instead of accepting the allied plan, 
Ismet Pasha repudiated the action of the 
Turkish expetts and presented to the 
Allies new proposals which were really 
those of the Allies with a number of 
minor changes. 

Not to be outdone, the Russian delega- 
tion introduced its own special plan for 
the Straits and demanded that it form 
the basis of negotiations. 


Ismet Balks with a View to Bargaining. 


What Ismet meant to do, and what he 
has done, was to withhold his consent to 
the Straits plan for future bargaining. 
I have it from Ismet himself that his 
price is the promise of the Allies that 
there shall be no naval and military 
clauses in the general treaty—in cther 
words, that there shall be no limitation 
ef the Turkish army. - The Russian 
actiom may. be best described as one 
more effort to make trouble. 

The chief allied delegates, Lord Cur- 
zon, Camille Barrere and the Marquis 
di Garroni, all told the Turks and Rus- 
sians that the conference could not 
start all over on the Straits question. 
They, met Ismet’s tactics by saying that 
they would consider his proposal, as it 
presented amendments to the allied 

lan, but not_as an entirely new plan. 
nasmuch as in reality the Turkish pian 
amounts to amendments to that of tlhe 
Allies, since it. accepts. demilitarization 
and professes willingness to admit the 
passege of warships, this means a con- 
tinuation of the discussion without rad- 
ical change. 

As for the Russian proposal, Lord 
Curzon assured the Russians that it 
would be considered, ‘‘ but not line for 
line.’’ It, is.the, old one for closing the 
Straits to warships and their fortifica- 
tion. However, today’s edition inakes 
the concesagion that the Turkish Govern- 
ment may, on special demand and for a 
special purpose, let through one or two 
warships. i 

Experts’ Changes Favor the Turks. 


In presenting the allied plan today 
fot what-he expected to be acceptance 
Lord ‘Curzon noted that the experts had

The plan contains.a pro- 
vision that the ratification of the Straits 
agreement by the United States will 
entitle Washington to name a member 
of the commission.

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“CONCURRENT” POWER. 

It is notorious that the concurrent 
power of the States to enforce the 
Prohibition amendment along with 
Congress has not been working effi- 
ciently. This is‘the explanation of 
the conference between President 
HARDING and several Governors at the 
White House yesterday. In his mes- 
sage to Congress and in_other ways 
Mr. Harpina\has let it b® known that 
he is grieved and shocked by the ac- 
cumulating evidence of the open vio- 
lation of the Volstead act in various 
parts: of the country. Some States 
do their’ best to execute the law; 
others pay little attention: to its un- 
Foncealed evasion; still others that 
have enacted rigid statutes of their 
own confess a lamentable failure in 
carrying them out by the police and 
the sworn officers of the law. That a 
scandalous state of affairs exists in 
many places is not denied even by the 
optimistic statisticians of the Anti- 
Saloon League., There can be no dis- 
sent from the President's view that 
the contempt publicly shown for the 
Prohibition law is a most dishearten- 
ing and alarming sign of the times. 

Many of the difficulties in the way 
of enforcement of the Volstead act 
were foreseen. Others which were 
unpredictable have arisen. It was 
mdintained that with rigid -control 
over the manufacture of liquor the 
existing surnvlies, even if sold illicitly 
here and there, would soon become 
exhausted. This expectation has been 
frustrated in two ways. One is the 
large scale and apparently spreading 
manufacture of alcoholic drinks in 
private homes. The other is the great 
and unchecked flood of importations. 
Together the two sources.seem to be 
furnishing supplies almost unlimited— 
certainly to an extent never dreamed 
of by the framers of the Prohibition 
law. The unquestioned result has 
: been not only a failure to enforce the 
law as it’ was intended that it should 
be enforced, but such a cynical and 
unblushing disregard for it as finally 


startled the President into seeking 


some form of joint action with the 
Governors of the States. 

Doubtless they will not consider, or 
at least will not propose, : relief . by 
modification of the Volstead act. That 
consummatjon, if it ever is reached, 
must be waited for a long time. 
. Meanwhile the law, being, on the stat- 
ute book and having been sustained 
as constitutional by .the Supreme 
- Court, ought to be obeyed and en- 
_ forced. The authorities may feel like 
“annowing up their hands in despair, 

but’ they have their sworn duty to 
perform, and law-abiding ‘citizens 
should everywhere sustain them while 
they are doing their utmost to per- 
form it.

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MR. HARDING ON THE BONUS. 

After talking with. President Harp- 
ING over’ the telephone, Colonel-C. R. 
Forsges, Director of the Federal ‘Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, told a confererfce of 
executive officers of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars at Cincinnati that 
‘* HaRDING is not opposed to a bonus 
‘if they will provide a@ means for 
** financing it.’’ Colonel Forses said 
further: 


If Congress had brought to the Presi- 
dent the solution of the financial prob- 


sibility he would have signed the bill. 


It was beyond the wit or will of Con- 
gress to find a solution. Secretary 
i pointing to the obligations of 
the vernment and the pending def- 
icit, had stated that it could not be 
done. Nevertheless, COngress sent the 
bill to the President. But he inter- 
posed his veto in a message that was 
as logical as it was courageous. 
Colonel ForBes told the veterans that 
*‘ the sales tax is the means whereby 
this obligation may be paid. ee Con- 
gress does not agree with him. | 

It .was nothing new to say that 
President HarpINnG ‘‘ is not opposed to 
a bonus’’ if the means of financing 
it can be provided. Yet his love for 
the sick, the disabled and the inca- 
pacitated soldier is stronger than for 
hale.and robust veterans who clamor 
for the bonus. In the veto: message of 
Sept. 19 the President said: 

Though undying gratitude is the 

*meed of every one who served, it is 
not to be said’ that a material be- 
stowal is an obligation to those who 
emerged from the great conflict not 
only unharmed but physically, men- 
tally and spiritually richer for the 
great experience. 

To requite ‘* the supreme offering ” 
with cash would ‘ be Mr., HARDING 
said, ‘‘a perversion of public funds, 
**a reversal of the policy which ex- 
*‘alted patriotic service in the past, 
“and suggests that future defezise is 
“to be inspired by compensation 
“‘rather than consciousnegs of -duty 
to the flag-and the country.” In 
an address to the Senate ' ‘in July last 
year the President said: ‘“ Etery ob- 
** ligation is to the disabled and the 
** dependent.” “Also: ** This ménac- 
“ing effort’ to expend billions in 
“ gratuities will imperil our egpacity 
** to discharge our rigs obligations -

In spite of Colonel FoRBES’s assur- 
ance about Mr. HArpDInG’s attitude to- 
ward the bonus, the President can- 
not have changed his view about the 
financial obstacle: The country still 
has ‘to meet overshadowing obliga- 
tions, and is still confronted with a 
deficit. Mr, HARDING ought not to 
be expected to stultify himself. 








THE PORT TRIANGLE. 

The Port Authority has obtained 
from ‘the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission an order that the railways 

ering the Port of New York should 
5 Ae cause why they should not. co- 
operate with the Port Authority in 
plans to unify the terminals at tide- 
water. Some days ago Governor-elect 
SmitH said that the railways were 
backward in their co-operation. In + 
this he is now supported by the of- 
ficial action of his associate members 
of the Port Authority. 

Thus we have another angle to the 


port problem. Each step reveals both 


the difficulty and necessity of taking 
further steps. The Vice Chairman of 
the Port Authoritv, J. SPENCER SMITH, 


said on Saturday that the port has the 


capacity of handling twenty times the 
present volumé of trade, at lowered 
costs. But all the factors must co- 
operate for that purpose. The States 
of New York and. New Jersey may be 
said to form one angle of the local 
problem. The nation co-operates at 
the political angle. The railway angle 
is economic. The difficulty in the 
case of the railroads is that their co- 
operation involves sacrifices, as well 
as promises gain. Each of _them 
has terminals, which yield profits in 
proportion to cost and efficiency of 
operation. The substitution of a 
single unified terminal would doubtless 
be a benefit to both local and national 
shippers and consumers and producers. 
The profit to the individual railways 
is more dubious. It could be obtained 


only with a loss of investment -and 


ability to “compete between routes. 
The hearing before the commission 
is the only way to settle this question, 
short of co-operation by agreement. 
It is well that there is a way to over- 
come obstruction which is merely fac- 
titious, if such there is. The finances 
of the railways are so delicately bal- 
anced that there is not the justifica- 
tion for placing burdens upon them 
that there was when they were more 
prosperous. Perhaps the commission 
will deal. with the difficulty as it has 
dealt with the later perplexities of rate 
regulation. When it has found objec- 
tions. to all its proposals it has called 


the parties together and sought agree- 


ment by the method of bargaining, 
rather than by -the exercise of power. 
Thus the Interstate Commission has 
sought to dispose of much more com- 


plex questions of mingled economics 


and politics by co-operation between 
the Federal and State Commissions, 
and even by’ consultations’ between 
shippers and railways. 
are unwelcome, from whatever angle 
of this triangle they start. Agree- 
ment is always best in business mat-

FLATTERING THE SENATE. 

However it may be with goods, there 
is absolute free trade in ideas through- 
out the world today. A political device 
adopted in one country is sure to come 
to the knowledge: of all others. Just 
now -at Lausanne the Russian dele- 
gates are paying to the Senate of the 
United States the sincere flattery of 
imitation. | They have apparently 
abandoned hope of preventing the 
Turks from coming to an agreement 
with Great Britain and the other Al- 
lies, but the happy thought has oc- 
curred to them that they may be able 
to induce the Turkish National Assem- 
bly at Angora to refuse to ratify the 
treaty signed at Lausanne. At any 
rate, they may obtain a long delay in 
ratification, like that of the French 
Government in the matter of the 
Washington naval treaty, But ofithe 
ultimate origin of the proposal there 
can be no doubt. The Russians copied 
it. directly- from the book of ‘politicul 
strategy used by the Republican Sen- 
ate in 1919 ‘and 1920. 

Where this Russian scheme will 
probably break down, if it is at- 
tempted, is in the different relation 
from that of a President of the United 
States to the Senate MusTaPHA KEMAL 
has with the National Assembly. If 
his Senators do not ratify, they re 
apt to disappear mysteriously. With 
the treaty submitted to them each 
Senator will, in’ effect, be handed a 
cord wherewith to hang himself if he 
votes with the Opposition.

The Problem ‘of Making:the Best Use 

‘of Such Labor.as’ We Now Have. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

R.. M: Bouton ‘shows dissatisfaction 
with the 3- per. cent. quota limitation 
law because it does not automatically 
and. instantly, supply ‘2 present alleged 
need for certain classes of labor. The 
figures quoted by Mr. Bouton show that 
the British* Isles, Germany and. Den- 
mark~used. only 40. per cept. of their 
combined quotas, but these figurt cover 
a period during which there was a sur- 
plus of unemployed in the United States. 
Under such conditions it is evident.that 
until the- law of supply. and demand has 
had time to work we would not be likely 
to :get_ from; ‘those . countries desirable 
immigrants’ who were worth anything 
at home. .On-the other hand, during 
this same time we have been saved by 
the 3-per cent. quota law. from an enor- 
mous: inroad of people not wanted -at 
home, who would have come from the 
countries that have tried to exceed their 
quotes. The law has not kept us from 
getting what we did want, but has saved 
us partially from getting what we did 
not want. * .® *

We 
‘must strike courageously at the very 
foundation of the . cause for-our ‘over- |. 
crowded courts. In other words, how} 
can we cut down the mass of litigation 
and still assure justice? In New “York 
‘we have’ a means for doing this.. The, 
recently enacted Arbitration law of the 
State of New York affords this, oppor- 
tunity, ° : 

‘First, ‘let us <shlakabiins the meaning 
of arbitration; it. should not be confused 
with compromise. Justice, as guaran- 
teed by the law of the land, ‘but without 
“red tape, **- technicalities, undue cost 
and without delay, that is true arbitra- 
tion. Under the. New York law, busi- 
ness men. entering into any kind of a 
contract may provide a clause that any 
dispute under that contract: shall be 
settled by arbitration. Or, “without such 
provisfon in advance, where a dispute 
arises, they may enter ‘into a contract 
to submit the controv to arbitration. 
Neither ‘side can beck out of such a con 
tract, either to arbitrate a future dis- 
pute or to submit a present one. The. 
fefusing: party can be- compelled to ar- 
bitrate by an order of the court. The 
arbitrators ‘have the powers of a judge 
or referee, and are not bound by any 
technicalities or rules of evidence. The 
award of the arbitrators may be entered 
like the judgment: of a court, with. all 
the force of such a court. judgment. 
Appeals are limited only. to such grounds | © 
as corruption or other misconduct of the 
arbitrators. ‘ 

In short, under the Arbitration law of 
our, State the parties. may submit their 
controversy Ag pry tay “whom. they 
choose becauge of r special fitness 
and reliability to hear ‘the issue, and 
from those. arbitrators the parties .can 
receive immediate justice « without‘ ‘ex- 
pense, without delay, without’ harass 
and without the bitterness of litigation.

There are many cases coming 
to us where a widow, ineligible for the 
State pension, is left with the respon- 
sibility of: supporting three or four or 
more young children.’ Sometimes there 
is a baby in arms, or even yet unborn, 
making it out of the question for 
the mother to do any work toward the 
support f her family. 

“The best place for such. children 
without doubt is with their mother, but 
without outside assistance she would 
be tinable to provide for their wants. 
So the Bureau gives a weekly allowance 
designed to cover the cost of living 
necessities and in addition provides 
maton and nursing care, where neces- 

ary. There are in Brooklyn today 
hundreds of happy self-su rting fam- 
ily groups who are eternally grateful ‘to 
the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities for 
the assistance which saw them through 
their difficult period and made it pos- 
sible for them to emerge united and in- 
dependent.”’ .

This was the pith and substance of @ 
lengthy statement. issued by Sydney E. 
Hutchinson, Chairman of the University 


council on Athletics at the University 


of Pennsylvania today. Mr. Hutchinson 
has. been one of the strong: supporters 
of Mr. Heisman, particularly during the 
past two years, holding that Mr. Heis- 
man was entitled to the full three years 
of his contract.. The contract has now 
expired. ‘ 

According to Mr. Hutchinson, Coach 
Heisman informed him immediately 
after the Cornell %ame that he did not 
desire .to return to the University of 
Pennsylvania in the capacity of head 
coach.next year. He has no objection 
to returning here in some other capacity, 
but he felt that he does not want to 
be coach again. 

That was Mr. Heisman’s request be- 
fore any steps were taken toward the 
selection of a coach for 1923. As such 
it tends to clarify.a situation which 
might have become embarrassing. The 
new Football Committee, which has the 
authority to name the new coach, has 
not yet been named in full, and hence 
no steps have been taken in the selec- 
‘tion of a successor to Mr. Heisman. 

Heisman’s retirement as head .coach 
leaves open a. berth which the Quaker 
authorities will have a task to fill. In 
his three years at Penn Heisman bas 
met with adverse criticism from many 
quarters. Quite a bit of it was directed 
from the student, body, and in the first

The field of candidates for the -Co- 
lumbia football coaching. post has _vir- 
tually narrowed: down to a half-dozen 
men.out of the score who applied for 
the job when the news of Buck O’Neill’s 
resignation was. learned. Graduate 
Manager R. W.’ Watt said yesterday 
that no one of the twenty has been 
definitely eliminated’ and will not be 
until the. final choice has’ been decided 
upon, but the: opinion of. the .speciAl 
committee in charge of the selection 
Indicated that about six of the appli-

The names of these men were not made 
public, but most of them are nationally 


known coaches who had unusual success with 


with their teams last season. Several 
of them have been interviewed by the 
special committee, and others, like 
Barle Neale of W. and J., have. paid 
visits to the Columbia campus. 

Some idea of. the care and precision 
with which the committee is going at 
its task was. given by Graduate Man- 
ager Watt yesterday. The work of in- 
vestigating the ability and merits of 
various applicants has been going on 
for many weeks. Even before the end 
of the season alumni were sent out to 
watch certain teams, laying emphasis 
on the conduct of the coach and players 
on the actual field of battle. : 

The special committee named to co-. 
operate with the University sCommittee 
on Athletics is co: of. the follow- 
ing men: Captain Walter-Koppisch, Tom 
Thorj, old Columbia e and now 
coach at N. Y. U.; James R. Knapp, 
another tackle from the days before 
1905; Chester W. Cuthell, President of 
the Alumni Association, and Jack Ken- 
nedy, a varsity end three years ago.
